dent Hoover, 
who died this 


week, had five careers. Four

important of them, the presi- 
dency, for him turned out to be 
an unhappy and bitter one.

the world. And he was a miilio- 
^nairc by 40.

By the time he was 46 he had 


a world reputation as a humani- 
tarian for his handling of relief 
in

World War I. 


(President Wilson took him to 


the Paris Peace Conference and 
he did so well that John May- 
nard Keynes said he was the 
"only man who emerged from 
the ordeal with an enhanced 


•f reputation.") 


For seven years, from 1921 to 


1928, he was an extremely able 
administrator as secretary of 
commerce 
under 
Presidents 


Harding and Coolidge. 


And in his advancing old age 


after World War II he was rec- 
ognized as a great public ser- 
vant for the time and effort he 
gave Presidents Truman and 
Eisenhower in reorganizing the 


% federal government 


But in his years after leaving 


the White House, if he read 
what one American 
historian 


after another said about his 
presidency, it must have been a 
scarring experience which, in 
his lifetime, he could pot hope to 
erase. 


Perhaps none was more harsh 


than this terse summary by 


«* Frederick Lewis Allen: "Mr. 
'•'Hoover's greatest mistake had 


been in getting 
himself 
elect- 


..; ed." 


He got off on the wrong foot 


; 
as a bad prophet before he was 


•s 
ever elected, although probably 
most .people agreed with him at 
the time. In the 1928 campaign 
he made' this statement, thrown 
back at him many times later: 


"We in America 
today 
are 


$1 hearer to the final triumph over 


poverty than ever before in the 
history of any land. The poor- 
house is vanishing, from among 
us."

He had distinguished support 


for such optimism. Just four 
months before the 1929 market 
crash the financizl wizard, Ber-

Hoover or Baruch. For instance, 
Alexander Dana Noyes, finan- 
cial editor of the New York 
Times, was warning his readers 
what to, expect.

^WASHINGTON (AP) _ "I'm 
not afraid of the devil," Pre- 
mier Khrushchev said in 1959, 
trying to squelch an American 


. labor leader. "And you're a 


man." This was more than a 
retort. 


, 
Khrushchev was expressing 


his attitude toward the world, as 
he showed many times. But it 
wasn't 
always true. 
H<? 
had 


Wen 
Jospeh 
Stalin's passive 


vassal until the old tyrant died 
in 1953. 


Then Khrushchev became the 


Russian boss and his own man. 
He asserted himself in a four- 
hour speech denouncing Stalin 
as a murderer, monster and 
mental case. He repudiated the 
"cult of the individual" and one- 
man rule. 
^With this speech Khrushchev 
began the liberalization of Rus- 
sia. He led it. out of the dark 
ages. The power of the secret 
police 
was 
diminished. The 


Russian people had a new sense 
of life. 


And later, when he preached 


"peaceful 
co-existence" 
with 


the capitalist! world, the West, 
while 
remaining 
suspicious, 


sighed with relief. But with the 
<fc>eech and the new policy the 
Communist world became un- 
stuck. 


Everywhere Communist par- 


ties had to ask themselves: How 
could they explain, in view of 
the revelations 
about Stalin, 


their own long subservience to 
Russia's wants and wishes and 
the myth of Soviet infallability?

Russia.

giant neighbors, Red China and 
Russia, not only split but appear 
to be in deadly rivalry. 


Perhaps all this means the 


triumph 
of nationalism over 


communism, as might

been predicted. But to Chinese 
protests that war and revolution 
are steps forward, Khrushchev 
•frtced: "Forward to what? The 
grave?"

He said "prosperity is 
the 


only thing worth fighting for." 
He ridiculed the Chinese, saying 
they preferred "revolution" to 
"gouiash." Unless the splits are 
healed and unity restored world 
communism may disintegrate.

When Nikita Khrushchev was 


ousted last week, it was his old 
friend Ahastas I. Mikoyan who 
presided as the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet stripped Khru- 
shchev of the premiership. 


It is unlikely that Khrushchev, 


70, was surprised. 


It is even more unlikely that 


Mikoyan, 69 next month, batted 
an eye. 


Luck, utter ruthlessness and 


the wily art of switching sides 
have stood 
Mikoyan in good 


stead for more than four dec- 
ades. Again he has managed to 
survive in the dark and often 
bloody Soviet politics. 


The hawknosed, stoop-shoul- 


dered 
old Bolshevik with - the 


clipped mustache is tough. He is 
a cynic, a hard bargainer. He is 
adroit. 


Alone among Stalin's cronies 


and drinking companions, alone 
among the many non-Slavs who 
helped 
lead 
the 
Revolution, 


Mikoyan remains in the Soviet 
elite 47 years later, even though 
cast in the largely ceremonial 
role of president. 


Mikoyan was born of Armeni- 


an parents near the Georgian 
capital of Tiflis, a carpenter's 
son. When he was 20, he was 
graduated with full honors from 
a theological seminary, trained 
for the Armenian priesthood. 


"But when 
I received my 


certificate," Mikoyan said later, 
"I had a very clear feeling that 
I did not believe in God and that 
I had, in fact, received a ma- 
terialistic uncertainty." 


Capture by anti-Communists 


during the civil war after the 
Bolshevik Revolution, Mikoyan 
•staged a spectacular jail break 
and escaped the firing squad. 


An experienced street brawler 


with a smashed nose, Mikoyan 
caught on with the fast-rising 
Stalin, also a Georgian and an 
ex-seminarian. Although a full 
Politburo member by 1935, Stal- 
in apparently never fully trust- 
ed Mikyan. 


But Mikoyan got through the 


bloody Stalinist purges by mak- 
ing himself 
an 
indispensable 


expert in foreign trade. 


Mikoyan was the first Soviet 


leader to attack Stalin after the 
feared 
dictator died, opening 


the way for Khrushchev's fa- 
mous denunciation of the Stalin 
personality cult. 


To the outside world Mikoyan 


appeared 
to be Khrushchev's 


closest collaborator among the

PqvedWay 
for New Deal

WASHINGTON (AP). - The 
greatest single difference 
be- 


tween President Herbert Hoov- 
er, who died Tuesday, arid Pres- 
ident 'Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
perhaps this: Hoover was more 
rigid. It showed in the way they 
fought the depression. 


Neither the self-made Hoover 


nor 
the /born-rich 
Roosevelt 


seemed 
to have a 
clearly 


thought out philosophy of gov- 
ernment and its responsibilities. 
Neither man was an intellec- 
tual. 
' 


The long tradition of rugged 


individualism and a minimum 
of government interference in 
the lives of Americans reached 
its peak in the latter part of the 
19th century and the early part 
of the 20th. 


These were the years when 


Hoover and Roosevelt 
were 


growing up and maturing. Both 
men were heirs of this tradition. 
But while Hoover sought to 
cling to it .Roosevelt was willing 
fro abandon it. That made all the 
difference.' 


Yet, by .the time Roosevelt 


defeated him.in the 1932 elec-' 
tion, Hoover had gone further in 
using • government resources to 
fight 
the 
nation's 
economic 


collapse, that any depression 


president in history. 


The steps he took paved the 


way for the New Deal. But they 
fell short of being enough. He 
never truly had an arrtidepfes- 
sion program. But nefther did 
Roosevelt before he took office. 


In the 1932 campaign Hoover 


spent most of his time defending 
what he had — or had 
not 


done. Roosevelt made propos- 
als, bobbed; wcaved, vacillated, 
reversed his ground and con- 
tradicted himself. 


At times he proposed going 


further than Hoover in coping 
with depression. At times he 
suggested doing less. This made 
it appear at times that he didn't 
understand the problem. 


Hoover had been berated for 


three years for not throwing 
tnore of the government's re- 
Sources into the struggle to 
revitalize 
the 
economy, 
al- 


though under him the govern- 
ment went into debt trying to 
help out. 


It seems ironic now, but the 


Democrats criticized him not 
because he had done too little 
but because he had done too 
much. Their main criticism — 
and 
Roosevelt was the main 


spokesman — was that Hoover 
was a profligate spender. 


Roosevelt 
complained that 


Hoover wanted too much control 
in Washington while at the same 
time he himself was proposing 
policies that would put more 
control there. 


Roosevelt proposed increasing 


aid to the unemployed. while 
wanting to cut spending, which 
he even promised to reduce 251 


per cent. Yet, as it turned out 
in his 12 years in office he neve 
balanced the budget once. 


Hoover, a kindly, friendly bti 


aloof 
and undramatic 
man 


seemed bleak compared 
wit 


the ebullient Roosevelt who 
despite his twists and turtis, hat. 
a warm voice, an infectious gf in 
and a great sense of politics; 


He was able, as Hoover neve 


was, to convey a sense of hope 
to a country flat on its back 
Hoover was so tired and bat 
tered that by the campaign' 
end an assistant stayed ready t 
push a chair under him if h 
collapsed white speaking. 


One historian, William E 


Leuchtenburg, says: "No presi 
dent ever worked harder in tht 
White 
House 
than 
Herber 


Hoover but he was never able tc 
convince the nation he cam 
deeply for the people and thei 
suffering." 


Roosevelt, flexible, willing to 


experiment, 
try 
new 
ideas 


abandon ones that didn't work 
listen to advice, as presiden 
became for millions the grea 
father of them all. 


Just because he was flexible 


and not bound by tradition 
America took its historic turn 
away from individualism as Dr 
Cure-AH to government respon 
sibility for the general welfare 


Out of that all else flowed 


Social Security, labor legisla 
tion, unemployment pay, more 
jobs for the unemployed. Hoov 
er was the end of an era, Roose 
velt the beginning of a hew one 


Hoover realized it. In the las

— California, one of the big and 
vital states in the 1964 presiden- 
tial election, has reported its 
heaviest Democratic registra- 
tion in 14 years.

151 eligible voters. 


The Republicans have 38.9 pe 


cent with the remainder distrib 
uted between miscellaneous an 
those who declined to state par 
ty preference.

Tha 
year the percentage was Demo 
crats 58.4, Republicans 37.1.

1942 — 60.2 per cent to 5.9 - 
and that year Warren, a Repub 
lican, won his first term a 
governor, 
besting 
incumben 


Democrat Culbert Olson. 


The 1962 percentage favored 


the Democrats, 56.9 to 39.8. 


Republican presidential can 


didate Barry Goldwater wh 
has listed California, with its 
electoral votes, as one of th^ 
four key states in his bid for the 
White House. The others ar 
Texas, Illinois and Ohio. 


In the 1960 presidential elec 


tion, when Republican Richard 
M. Nixon carried California, the 
Democrats had a registration 
edge of 1;2 million. This year i 
is 1.55 million. 


Democrats see the registration 


as an indication of Goldwater's 
defeat in the nation's most po 
pulous state. 


Republicans shrug off the 


figures as just statistics. 


The state Democratic chair 


man, Roger Kent, said the reg 
istration gains reflected a re 
pudiation of Goldwater.

Americanisms are a common 


3art of northern Spanish. How 
else will 'you order a bloody 
mary or cornflakes? You hear 
"okay" as often as "si." 


The 
height of affirmative 


emphasis is embodied in "Segu- 
roque hell yes!" 


The oldstyle cantina, or sa- 


loon, is bowing to bright,.juke- 
Joxed soda fountains offering 
impressive arrays of U.S.-style 
sandwiches and 
soft 
drinks. 


Even the music is changing. 


Some startling changes are 


apparent even in the capital, 
city of cathedrals and kosher- 
style delicatessens. 


"Tourism is a major Mexican 


industry," explains Mexico City 
hotelman Luis Davila. "We're 
catering largely to American 
tastes, so it has to be that way." 
Mexico picked up $357 million 


last year on tourism alone. 


The effects of-being-neighbors 


works both ways; The flow of 
Mexican tourists toward the 
United States T- 267,934 last 
year — is increasing. This is 
contributing to the preservation 
of Mexican customs .and tradi- 
tions on the U.S. side of the 
border from California to Tex- 
as. Department stores in the 
bigger Southwest and California 
cities 
keep 
Spanish-speaking 


staff members dealing exclu- 
sively with Mexican shoppers. 
Televised 
Mexican 
bullfights 


are regular fare in Los Angeles. 


The result has been to bring 


U.S.-Mexico relation's to. per- 
haps their most cordial level in 
history, there hasn't been a 
serious rift between the two 
neighbors since the Mexican oil 
expropriation decree in 1938. 
Last month the two countries 
quietly settled a century-old 
dispute over 600 acres of di- 
sputed land lying between El 
Paso, Tex., and Juarez, Mexico. 


Efforts are under way to set- 


tle another thorny border prob- 
lem, the salty content of Colora- 
do River water Mexico gets 
under treaty. 


The salinity problem remains 


among the more fertile •• issues 
for exploitation'by Mexico's far 
left to, promote anti-U.S. 'senti- 
ment. Others include racial 
discrimination and the 'argu- 
ment that low American prices 
for Mexican commodities can 
wipe out any Alliance for Pro- 
gress aid.' 


But anti-U.S. sentiment is 


finding a sympathetic ear only 
in the Federal District—Mexico 
City—and a few neighboring 
areas where less-than 15 per 
cent of Mexico's 40 millions 
live, a Czechoslovak cultural 
center shut down in Monterrey 
for leak of interest.

Families in the rice producing states (Arkansas, Louisiana,

The magic 1-2-1 method of cooking rice, originated in the 
rice belt, is as follows: Combine 1 cup regular milled white rice, 
2 cups water, and 1 teaspoon salt in a saucepan. Heat to boiling, 
stir once, cover, lower heat. Simmer 14 minutes. Do not peek. 
To reheat cooked rice, add 2 tablespoons liquid to each cup and 
CQOJs, covered, for 4 to 5 minutes.

LITTLE ROCK (APHIn the 


K) years since the Arkansas 
Constitution of 1874' was adopt- 
ed, voters have amended it 50 
times. 


They have had 45 chances—in 


45 general elections—to change 
he document and they have 
considered hundreds of pro- 
wsals. The average of just -over 
one amendment adopted in each 
election demonstrates a marked 
reluctance to alter the founda- 
ion of the state's lay. 
Yet this year the electorate is 


asked to c o n s i d e r seven 
changes. If precedent holds, few 
will be adopted. 


Only one of this year's propos- 


als is really new—Amendment 
57 which would open the way to 
establishment of c o m m u n ity 
junior colleges. 


One of the others is a broad- 


ening of Amendment 49, the in- 
dustrial financing amendment. 
The other five either have been 
defeated in the past or have pro- 
visions which have been pre- 
viously rejected. 


Three of these have—in one

Those directly affected were 


depressed enough. But their 
plight wasn't made worse by a 
general downturn that would 
have fed on itself. 


Housing now is one of the few 


sectors of the economy that isn't 
still .rising,, or .at .least holding' 
its own. Industrial output, busi- 
ness expansion plans, retail 
sales, all point toward new 
highs. 


Weakest today is apartment 


building which was booming in 
1963. Permits for single family 
houses also are below the year- 
ago figures. 


Just wait for the young mar- 


rieds - and for;the still bigger 
crop of youngsters about, to 
enter their marrriageable years 
— to get to the family, expansion 
stage. That's the confident cry 
of the housing industry. The 
needs of this oncoming popula- 
tion explosion should start an- 
other booifi in home building, 
probably in the final years of 
this decade.

Amendment 54: To set up a 


permanent v o t e r registration 
>ystem and abolish the poll tax 
as a requirement for voting. 
Referred by petitions circulat- 
ed by the Committee for Voter 
Registration.) 


Amendment 55: To legalize 


{ambling in Garland C o u n t y 
Petitions circulated by the Hot 
Springs C h a m b e r of Com- 
merce.) 


Amendment 56: To increase 


maximum salaries of county of- 
icials. (Petitions circulated by 
the Young Democrats of Arkan- 
sas.)

where he can see the Kremlin 
towers." 


"Khrushchev is said to have 


received a pension of 1,000 ru- 
bles a month — which is 300 
•ubles more than he himself 


gave former Foreign Mihi.Mti- 
Molotov,'1 Bringert said. A ru- 
ble is valued at $1.11.

Communist spokesmen 


outside the Soviet Union openly 
criticized the manner in which 
Khrushchev was dumped, the 
Kremlin issued an urgent call 
for Communist unity.

Fight Mosquitoes into Fall
